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SOBJRCT: CAXRAII, Kbdri 



1. The following inforwatlon concerning the subject of your inquiry 
was tranastltted to tht Director of Intelligence , WDQ8, in a moitaAne 
dated 30 September 1947» 

a. According to nv— roue reports, He&rl CAKBAH, a 
Vising Maker of the Belli Bontoetar aul lto aillUtry 
representative during the Semen occupation, has Been 
charged with collaboration with the Oeraaae and for this 
reason le regarded as a war criminal by the present 
regime in Albania. In an article published in B as hkinl 
aa 2 June 1945, Rarer BQXHA, Prime Minister of Albania, 
criticised Allied policy, which was permitting nejor w 
criminals, among whom Badri CAKRAKX was mentioned, to 
circulate freely la Italy, pointing out that each t r e a tm e nt 
’constitutes an injustice sad at the sane time an offenae 

to the Albanian people who have made much sacrifices for aos&z 
the co— on cause*. 

b. Information of 2 August 1946 states that during an 
operation against the Cc— uniats In Albania in 1944, 

Subject found firs American nurses In the Be rat area. 

These nurses were taken Into custody for three days and 
mere brought to Dukat In the Talons area, whence, after 
certain, difficulties, they were successfully returned 

■ to 'Anted territory. 

c. The following information on Subject dated 27 September 
1946 le contained in the interrogation report of Otto 
KMQSSELj who was with the Oeman Intelligence Service in 
Albania. 
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As of March 1945, Subject was a refugee la the 
Albanian camp at Oetla near Boas, Italy. Hater 
King 200 he was Imprisoned as a won criminal. 
During the Italian occupation of Albania, he 
helped the Italians against the parti sens; and 
during the daman occupation, be ana military 
r ep res en tative of the Belli Kaafeetar. Abased 
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states that Subject mi supplied with weapon* by 
the Germans, but that he did not fight tb* partisans 
wholeheartedly and 1* alleged to bar* *old the 
lattar part of the German-supplied equipment. OUQMSI 
ic charged with haring practiced extortion* against 
the cini population along the Albanian coaat and 
with being responsible In February 19th for the killing 
of shout thirty Greek Orthodox Al b an i a n s, who wars 
accused of haring Oaaauslat sympathies. Because of 
this. Subject has been Hated as the Bo. 2 Albanian 
war criminal by the present reglsm. At the end of 
19fcA he escaped by sen to Italy. Subject Is described 
ss an satl -Ccmaunlst by nscsaalty and a politically 
active member of 'he Belli Bafcetar. 



2 . Ih* following Information was transmitted to the United State* Air 
Force Office of Special Investigations an 17 Oetcber 1951 in reply to a 
request for name chock dated S6 September 1951: 

a. Information dated ntd-July 19*9 Hat# Xedrl CAXBAB3 
as an Albanian refugee In Syria belonging to the fetlonal 
Democratic Front (Bslll Kosfcetar) . 



b. CAKRAH was elected a council mmber of the All XXJSSORA 
Mght wing faction of the Balll Kcafeetar which split from 
the aaln p ar t y following an asseably c onvo ked by the KLXSSURA 
group at Bagnoll, Italy, In mid-August 1950. 



e. In early Jhauary 1951 the American Consulate in Beirut, 
Syria, received the following letter, in Italian, from 
General Delivery. Bsples, Italy. It waa 
■ailed on 29 December 1950: 



"Kbdri CAXRABI or TSAKRAVl, Albanian, being kept 
by.$he 1BQ In Syria, la about to leave for the 
United 8tate*. Be sms Military Oeamaader for 
Albania in the Bnl Coabetars (Betleoal Front) 
from 19^2 to 19^. IT Vikla orders was a force of 
thirty t hous a n d men in armed baoda, which collaborated 
with the German troops, b ur ned me ay villages, 
and lnmasrsble were tbs hnaan victims they 
killed. Che jrm&e of colonel in the 88 was 
conferred up on ~hl m in which organisation b* was 
dsoomted by HHUB. HI* p— u dogym was ^Frlnelfc* . 

As the surrender approacbed he tried to regain 
territory; he therefore hid three American 
nurses wbo bad landed in Albanian territory, 
and protected them by hiding them. This single 
action cannot cancel out hundreds of crimes 
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previously cowl t ted by him. Be la a war criminal, 
a former Baal, dangerous for public security, 
and his place la not la the Halted States." 

Subsequent to the receipt of the letter, the American 
Consulate la Beirut advised that CAXRABX had not 
applied for a Hatted States visa ta Beirut. 

c. Subject's —atm ship In the KLXSSOBA vlng of the Belli 
Kenfeetar reflects a conservative but not necessarily aatl - 
deaoeratlc political orientation, since the rift In Belli 
Xbsbetar resulted fra* the protest of asny — steers against 
shat they considered a socialist orientation of the 
organisation's laadsrshlp. 

d. Subject's classification as a war criminal by the 
present Albanian Government should be evaluated la the 
light of similar classification of most of the Important 
war-time aotl-Cc— uniat leaders. The extent of Subject's 
collaboration with the Geisaas cannot be determined from 
file traces; how ev er, it should be stated that many other 
nationalistic sad pro -democratic Albanians did collaborate 
vlth the Oenmn war occupation authorities because the 
latter were less feared than were the leaders of the 

CO— uniat -dominated Bablooal Liberation front. 

e. In regard to the denunciation contained la para. 1, 
c, above, the Information contained therein should be 
treated vlth reserve, as probably emanating from a 
political cnesy of Subject. 

3. A aemoraodm prepared la aaawer to a request t for name check dated 
30 October 1951 from 061 (Air force) gave the following additional Information 
obtained from a usually reliable sourest 

‘- gubjecty a former Albanian landowner, is the eon of 
Belredln and Sheflka 00X7, and was bora la Oakraa, 

Albania, on 28 February 1903. Preliminary results 
of an Investigation conducted in the field reveal 
that Subject entered Italy at Brindisi la Ibtatir 
19bfe as an Albanian refug— . Bt was admitted to 
Transit Camp Bo. 1 in Bari, and was subsequently 
moved to the transit camp of 8aata Marla dl Leuea 
(Lecce province) During this latter period Subject 
was reported as a masher of Ball! Scabs tar, an anti- 
Ccaaunlst Albanian emigre party. In August 19A5, 

Subject vent to the Italian Ministry of Interior to 
obtain a permit to live out of camp, which Source 
believes was not granted; however, the records of 
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the Rose Questura abov that Subject was granted 
Sojourn Permit Bo. W 03 , issued la Ream, Italy, on 
30 August 19^5, which would indicated' that Subject 
did not in fact live la an XRO caj^. Subject 
remained in Rons about one aontb aad llwad at 
Pena lone Monaco at Tla Plana St. Be then trans- 
ferred to Oatla (Via Aldo Brandi si 2 ) with hla 
family, including hla wife Bahrie Mufti, and 
hla children Ittlaa, born In 1929; Sbpreaa, born 
In 19^3; and Iemet, born In 19^5 • According to 
this aaae report. Subject and hla family left for 
an unknown locality In September 19^5 • In fcnabe r 
19^5 Subject auad hla family were located at Camp 
Mo. it in Bari, and than at Caap Mo. 31 la Barletta. 
Subject has relatives living at Rlvanasaano ( Pavla 
province). 
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
